The Copy of a Letter from Capt. Robert Summers, 
Commander of the CharlesGalley of Briftol, of 
about 100 Tons , 10 Guns, and 14 Men. Dated 
Barbadoes, Nov. 6. To Mr Hite . 


SIR, 


Wrote to you laft from Corke, I proceed now 

to Acquaint you, thar after we Sail’d from 
thence we were chac’d by a French Privateer 

off the Old Head of Kinfale, fhe carry’d 6 
Guns and Row’d and Sail’d up to us; as foon 

as fhe was within fhot we ply’d her with our Srern- 
Chace for about an Hour, in which time we fup- 
ofe we gave her an Unlucky Shor, for the prefenrly 
wi'd clofe on a Wind from us and ftood after 
the Logwood-Merchant Brigantine which came out 
with us; but Night coming on we loft fight of 
them both, and néver heard of either of them fince. 
Again, off the Ifland of St. Michael we were chac'd 
3 Days together, but efcap’d ; and on the 3d of 
November at 7 in thé Morning, within 10 Leagues 
of Barbadoes, came up a French Privateer of 
6 Guns and 75 Men belonging to Martineco, and 
commanded by Capt. Coo, (the fame that took 
the Manchefter of Briftol, and a nee London 
of 1o Guns, commanded by Capt. Hodges,) We 
engag’d her for 8 Hours, and had 2 Men kill’d; 
one of them Capt. Wherftone’s Son, who was thot 
in the Shoulder with a Cannon Ball and out at the 
Back, he being in a ftooping pofture, he liv’d 12 


Hours after it; the other was fhot in the Head, - 


anp dy’d on the Spot. My Brother Harry was 
fhot through the Hand as he ftood at Helm ; but is 
inno Danger. In the:Laritude of we met 
with a Brigantine of New England, who, being of 
no force, put her felf under: our Protection ; an 
Hour after the Fight began fhe was taken by the 
French, but quickly after I retoek her, a t 
her into the Poffeflion of her own Men, taking 
the Frenchmen that had Boarded her Prifoners ; 
who told us, thar the firft Difcharge we made, 
kill’d 7 of their Men. ‘Toward the end of the Di- 
fpute, the Privateer coming to Board us, madea 
tas under our Quarter, which Opportunity we 
Improv’d fo well, that we raked her quite through , 
this gave her her Belly full of us, for the fprung a 
Luff and ftood away ; but before fhe got from us 
we fhor her Colours by the Board, and in return 
chad 150 Shots through ours. We fought fo lon 

that all our Bullets were fpent, except three ; fo 
that we were forc’d.to break up our: Pitch-pors, 
and all our Bolts, and. bundle up the Spike-Nails 
and all old Iron in the Ship, to fupply our great 
Guns with Shor. ‘The Small-fhot we have receiv'd 
is innumerable, and amazes all thar fee it. I fhall 
take in fome good Liquor here, to reward and en- 
courage our Men, who all behav’d themfelves very

couragioufly. Before the Fight began, I call’d all 
hands together, and {poke to them what I thought 
proper to animaie thein ; promifing, if any wete 
difabled in the Action , to take care of them as 
long as they liv’d. Night drawing on, the Priva- 
vateer left us, but took the Brigantine agen, which 
was fallen very far a Stern being a bad Sailor, but 
all the Men that were on Board her efcap’d to us 
in their Boat ; fo I have brought them fafe hi- 
ther, together with the French Prifoners ; I have 
drawn a Bill on you for Disburfements for Powder 
and Shor, and other Neceffaries to refit our felves, 
and hope to Sail for Jamaica to Morrow.
